Santa Maria Council, Knights of 
olumbus. of this city has started a 
novement against what they deem an 
njust publication, which promises to 
•xtend throughout the country. It is 
protest, or rather what they ca'll a 
Plea -for Justice" on certain state- 
ments relating to the Roman Catholic 
hurch, which have been published 
n Appleton's new Cyclopaedia 
and 


tlas. They claim that the statements 
n the book are unjust and unfair and 
efnte the insinuation the book con- 
ains that the Roman Catholic church 
las been opposed to education, point- 
n'g out that it has established great 
universities and other institutions of 
earning. 


The movement was started at the 
egular meeting of the Santa Maria 
Council in the handsome hall of the 
:oucil at Tenth and King streets, last 
evening. The meeting was largely at- 
ended, a"bout 200 knights being pres- 
ent, and there were a number of visi- 
ors 
from1 
Philadelphia, 
Trenton, 


Burlington, Bordentown. Gloucester 
and Camden, N. J. After the ceremon- 
es ot" conferring degrees on the new 
candidates United States District At- 
orney William Michael Byrne brought 
before the meeting a notice regarding 
A-ppleton's Cyclopaedia and Atlas. Af- 
er pointing out what he considered 
erroneous statements in the publica- 
tion he offered a paper, in the nature 
of a plea for fairer treatment and also 
a protest. He explained it and the 
council, by a unanimous and enthus- 
astic rising vote, adopted tae protest 
and plea. 


The document will be sent broad- 


cast throughout the United 
States. 


Copies will be sent to every council of 
;he Knights of Coltwnbus in the coun- 
ty and will rea^h 75,000 members of 
:hat order. It will also be sent to oth- 


organizations and all will be re- 


quested' to take such action as they 
deem wise. 


The protest, which was adopted, is 


as follows: 


The Knights of Columbus of Dela- 


ware have noted with regret that the 
responsible publishing house of D. Ap- 
pleton & Company, New York, have 
recently issued an Universal Cyclo- 
laerlia and Atlas abounding in mat- 
ers of interest to Catholic Ameri- 
cans. 


The importance of a publication of 


this character is so great that only 
the profoundest scholarship should 
find expression in its pages. 


We observe that the 
antiquated 


;harges against our church and our 
religious practices are 
repeated 
in 


Lhese pages, notwithstanding the jns- 
ter view now prevailing on these mat- 
ters by reason of the dispassionate 
investigation of savants in England, 
Germany, France and throughout the 
continent. We regret to see American 
scholarship lag so far in the rear of 
modern research, and we depiore the 
publication of this cyclopaedia be- 
cause as a book of reference in rela- 
tion to many Catholic topics it is frag- 
mentary, misleading and false.

THE MYSTERIOUS 
WOODCOCK. 


Disappears in Moulting Season and 


Then Appears Again. 


It is during the months of August 


and September that the mystery of the 
woodcock's life begins. This is the 
moulting 
season, 
when 
the 
bird 


changes its plumage before beginning 
ts journey southward. At this time it 
eaves the swamps. Where does it go? 
fhat is a question which 'has never 
yet received a satisfactory answer, al- 
hough each sportsman and naturalist 
las his own opinion and many fine- 
spun theories have been advanced. 
Some say that the birds move toward 
the north; some that they seek the 
mountain 
/ tops, 
coming 
into 


the 
swamps 
to 
feed 
after 


nightfall; 
some 
that 
they 
seek 


he cornfields. And there have been 
many other such theories. Probably 
the truth lies in a mean of all these 
statements, I think it probable that 
the birds know the loss of their feath- 
ers renders them to a certain degree 
lelplcss and more exposed to the at- 
:acks of their natural enemies, and 
they therefore leave the more open 
swamps and hide in the densest and 
most tangled thickets. It is certain 
;hat they scatter, for at this season 
single birds are found in he most un- 
isual and unexpected places. Years 
ago when shooting in Duchess coun- 
:y, N. Y., I knew one or two swamps 
which we called moulting swamps, 
where, in August, we were sure to find 
a limited number of birds. 
These 


swamps were overgrown with rank 
marsh grass and were full of patches 
of wikl rose and sweetbrler. If wo 
killed the birds which we found there 
vve were sure, in a week or ton days 
'o find their places filled by about the 
same number. 


The food of the woodcock consists 


if worms, <leeche» and grubs, which 
Ihe bird seeks by ^probing with Its bli 
the earth of such swamps as contain 
them. There are miiles and miles of 
wot swamp lands among 
our hlllt> 


where the soil, compose*! of peat nn< 
decayed leaf mould, is too coirt 
am' 


sour to ho,.. worms; into such swamp? 
tho woodcock never goes. 
Tho lies 


woodcock ground is along the hanks 
of woodland brooks, that wind Iii an' 
out through alder nwamiw, whoro the 
rich black mold is «oft 
and 
full o 


worms, and whore the skunk cabbage 
and hellebore grows thick and broax 
leafed. Such places arc the 
wood 


cock's dining rooms, and in <hom he 
loaves his «Ifrn manual, the oblong 
almost - triangular holes, which do 
each and every square foot of earth 
where a worm, imlRht poanlbly iurk.—

plenty, Cleveland and his prophets of 
evil convinced the American people 
that the system of protection was af- 
ter all a failure.

When the people come to un- 
derstand that the barbarous Dingley 
schedule keeps out beautiful things 
which educate and delight the 'people, 
adorn our cities and help our artists, 
they will make a right decision at the 
first opportunity." The fact is, and 
those who make statements should 
know something of the facts they pur- 
port tp discuss, that the Dingley law 
specifically provides for just such 
cases and- exempts works of art so im- 
ported from all duty. That influential 
papers should persist in such misstate- 
mcnts is inexcusable, whether they 
are due to ignorance or are 
imade 


through malice.

eorge \V". Smith of Evanston, 111., 
ays the Scientific American, has re- 
ently produced and patented an ap- 
paratus \vhieh Trill project any class 
if picture or object "without requiring 
any special adjustment. 


The invention comprises a lantern 


box, at the rear of which is hinged a 
eflection chamber 
having 
vertical 


walls arranged obliquely -with respect 
o the front walls of the box. A light, 
A, is located at one side of the lantern 
box at one focus of an ellipsoidal re- 
flector, the picture or object to be pro- 
ected being inserted at the other 
ocus. On the opposite side an open- 
ng is formed In the reflector for the 
admission of the objective tube. Rays 
from light, A, pass through a con- 
densing lens, B, to one of the oblique 
walls of the reflector chamber. 
Re- 


flectors, C and t>, are provided on these 
walls; and they act to reflect the rays 
back through a condensing lens, E. A 
transparent lantern slide, F, when 
placed before the lens, E, intercepts 
he rays and, permits the proper grada- 
tions of light and shadow to be pro- 
ected by lens, G, on to the screen. 
Such is the effect when a transjiarent 
slide is used. When an opaque slide 
s to be projected, the direct rays from 
amp, 
A, and also the indirect rays 


concentrated by the ellipsoidal reflector 
lluminate the front of the slide, and 
the proper image is thus reflected 
through lens, G, to the screen. If the 
slide be partly opaque and partly 
transparent or translucent, the lantern 
will operate simultaneously as a mega- 
scope and sciopticon combined, thus, 
without any change, producing unique 
effects in a very simple, inexpensive 
and yet satisfactory manner.

Attach a neckband and 


waist strings of stout boot ^vebbing 
and sew them on strongly. 


Chemical Life Production. 


Another scientific experimenter has 


been "working along tbe lines of Pro- 
fessor Loeb of Chicago in the effort 
to find a material formula of the life 
principle. In a recent report to tbe 
congress of psychical science at Ajac- 
clo Dr. Leduc told how by sprinkling 
a few drops of ferro cyanide of potas-

j Indian fighters in the army. He was 
} a strict disciplinarian, but all his men 
J liked him because of his daring', and 
i their knowledge that he would not 
'order them to go anywhere that he 


would not go himself. The post had 
a good laugh at an order he gave one 
day when he was out after some In- 
dians who had gone on the warpath. 
When he got within striking distance 
he ordered the bugler to sound the 
"charge," and at the same time he 
shouted to his men: 
"Follow me. 


boys, and every man that's killed I'll 
make a corporal." 


"In those days the officers 
in th<? 


field were much hampered by the fact 
that the administration at Washington 
was trying what was called a 'humani- 
tarian policy' of dealing with the In- 
dians. When the Apaches went on the 
warpath and killed a half dozen set- 
tlers and their families, they were to 
be generally rounded up and driven 
back to the reservation; none of them 
was to be killed if it was possible to 
avoid it The consequence was that 
the Indians became steadily 
worse, 


and ^ade frequent raids after cattle 
and scalps. 


"One day a band of them got off 
iheir reservation and Captain Chaffee, 
in command of three companies of the 
6th, was sent after them. Before go- 
ing he came into my office to file 
some dispatches. "Sergeant," he said. 
'I'm going to get away off from your 
biankery-blank telegraph line 
where 


I can't get any orders, and when you 
hear of me again you'll hear about 
dead Indians. 


"Sure enough, about three 
weeks 


after that I received a dispatch from 
the next office up the line from Cap- 
tain Ch-affee to the commandant of the 
post. He had come upon the Indians 
one morning just as they were break- 
ing camp and had given them such a 
lesson that it was1 a long time atter 
that before one of them was off the 
reservation without a pass. 


'• r was transferred east soon after 


that and did not see the general again 
for years. When the 'Boxer' trouble 
in China broke out I was serving in 
•the Philippines, and was one of the 
signal corps men sent to China, and 
was there when Gen. Chaffe arrived 
to take command. An incident that 
occurred there illustrates his way of 
standing by his men. When the city 
of Pekin was occupied by the allied 
forces a certain section was being po- 
liced by the American 
troops. 
An 


Irish-American private named Murphy 
was stationed at the head of a street 
with orders to let no one pass down it 
without a written permit signed by the 
American officer of the guard. After a 
short time a German 
officer ap- 


proached and was walking past the 
sentry, when he was commanded to 
'halt' 
* 'But I'm a German officer.' he said, 


drawing himself up. 
" ' I don't care what you arere,' 


srrowled Murphy, with his Irish dia- 
. iect, 'youse can't pass here,' and, suit- 
ing his action to the words, he low- 
ered his rifle so as to bring the bayonet 
in line with the obtruder's breast. 


"The officer advanced, beginning to 


draw his sword, and with, blood in his 
eye. As he did so Murphy lunged for- 
ward and the German officer 
went 


down with an ugly wound in his ribs 
He complained to the German 
com- 


oiander, who brought the case to the 
attention of General Chaffee. General 
Chaffee ordered an investigation, and 
when t'he report reached him he in- 
dorse'd'on its back: 
" 'Make Private Murphy a corporal.

WEST IS OYSTER HUNGRY. 


One of the pointers which indicate 


whether the people out ".vest have got 
plenty of money in. their pockets is the 
orders for oysters -which they send in, 
oysters in the very far west being 
enough of a luxury to bring a pretty 
good price. The oyster dealers in the 
city all agreed yesterday in the state- 
ment that the orders for the bivalve 
from the west were never so heavy as 
they are at this time. They have been 
pouring in in a stream of steadily in- 
creasing volume of ten days or 
two weeks, and there seems to be no 
indication of a let up in the demand. 


Our own local demand for oysters 


does not begin to cut much of a figure 
until the 1st of September, ar/ then 
the dealers are always swamped. This 
year, with the abnormally heavy de- 
anand from the west, they anticipate 
being all but buried with orders, in 
the filling of which they are certain to 
run lar behind. 


All reports indicate that oysters this 


coming season are godng to be abun- 
dant, and that in quality they are on 
the average better than those of last 
year. Last year they were in the early 
part of the season decidedly below 
par. This was mainly due to the dry 
weather which marked the latter part 
of last summer. Oysters are planted 
at the mouths of fresh water streams, 
and require a good 
deal 
of fresh 


water dilution of the brine In which 
they live, while it is on the sediment 
and ooze brought down by the fresh 
water streams that they thrive ami 
fatten. There has been plenty of rain 
this season, and as a consequence thu 
oysters are in corresponding^ better 
condition than they wero at th'is time 
last year.—New York Sun.

WHERE IS THE FAIRY PRINCE? 


THE DEATH ROLL OF THE ALPS. 


During the lasc ten years 275 acci- 


dents, involving 3U1 deaths, have oc- 
curred to people 'climbing the Alps. 
The record is an appaling one. being 
an average of thirty deaths a year. 
?nd, of course, exceeds that of any 
corresponding period. Of course, it 
doe's not follow that the proportion of 
accidents to the number of persons 
making ascents is greater. Probably 
it is smaller, seeing that for every 
death recorded between three thous- 
and and four thousand make the jour- 
ney in safety. The Eastern Alps ac- 
count for fully half the accidents; the 
Central Alps, including Switzerland, 
claiming thirty-seven per cent, and 
the Western Alps the remainder. Ger- 
many and Austria have paid 
the 


heaviest toll in lives, 190 deaths hav- 
ing occcurred as the result of their 
expeditions; the Swiss come next with 
forty-eight, Italians follow in order 
with twenty-three and England with 
eighteen. Seven women are numbered 
among the victims- not a surprisingly 
large number, considering how many 
risk the 
climbs 
nowadays. 
Over 


seventy guides and close upon twenty 
porters have sacrificed their lives in 
ministering to the pleasure of those 
who have braved the perils of the 
moutains.

The apparatus used is simple.

consists of two cylindrical cans, one in- 
side the other, with a water jacket be- 
tween, to keep the temperature uni- 
form. 
The inner can is also partly 


filled with water, on which rests a 
float, through which a slender rod runs 
freely. Above the water this rod sup-

ports a rest on which is placed a pot 
or tub containing the plant In ques- 
tion. Below it terminates in an air 
chamber. A lever arm extends from 
some place on it to far outside, where 
Is placed a tablet ou which any mo- 
tion it may make is traced by a pencil. 
The float and water in the cylinder 
are covered witb oil to prevent evapo- 
ration. The Jiower pot or tub Is also 
carefully covered, for tbe same reason, 
leaving- nothing but the plant itself ex- 
posed to tbe air. 
As this evaporates 


Its moisture through its stem and 
leaves it necessarily grows lighter, anc 
the air chamber below forces it to rise 
higher above the watef. 
This de- 


presses tbe point of the lever. 
The 


actual vertical movement is of course 
small, but it can be multiplied to any 
extent desired simply by lengthening 
the lever arm. 


The diameter 
of the rod being 


known, a simple calculation gives the 
amount evaporated by the plant in 
twenty-four hours. Comparative tests 
show which plants evaporate the least, 
thus enabling one essential for life in 
arid climes to be determined in a very 
short time. 


Dried Po*atoen. 


Dried potatoes is the name of a new 


product evolved by the South Caroli- 
na agricultural 
experiment station 


The potatoes are boiled, peeled and 
evaporated in a cannery and will re- 
main In perfect condition for years. 
The preserved potato becomes fit for 
eating after being soaked in warm wa- 
ter for an hour. 
Like many other 


new ideas, this promises to be a big 
thing. It insures to the farmer the 
perfect preservation of one of his most 
prolific and most Important general 
food crops, at the same time fitting it 
for safe and economical shipment to 
distant markets heretofore closed to It. 


Artificial 
Ice. 


A capital of $38,201,0.14 is invested 


in the manufacture of Ice In the 787 
establishments reporting for the Unit- 
ed States. The value of the products 
is returned at ?13,874,513. The manu- 
facture of ice as an Industry existed 
as early as 1806, but has attained com- 
mercial importance only within the 
last fifteen or twenty years. The In- 
dustry naturally had Its inception In 
the south, where Ice Is not harvested 
In commercial quantities.

DEVOTION TO SCIENCE.

Prove » Tk«ory. 


Professor Edward Earle Purhiton, 


son *f Tresident D. B. Purinton of tbe 
West Virginia university, at Morgaii- 
town, has recently completed a fast of 
thirty days, endured In the Interest of 
science and to prove hla theory that 
the cure for most oi tbe ills of the 
body is fasting. 


He does not believe in eating much 


food or regularity. He advises that 
mealtime and the dinner bell be ob- 
literated and that actual hunger be 
made the signal for eating. He says 
he was hungry a few days ago for the 
first time in ten years and that it .was 
a healthy hunger. 
• 


He came out of his fasting period 


slightly reduced in weight, but strong 
nnd healthy, and feels that he has 
given a practical illustration of the 
truth of his theory. The fast was un- 
dertaken in connection with lectures 
given at the university. 


Professor Purinton says fasting gives 


one greater mental control. He is an 
earnest advocate of fasting to secure 
bodily strength and mental force. 


Oxygen. 


When we need oxygen gas for the 


calcium light or for medical use, we 
must now buy it from a manufacturer 
compressed into heavy iron cylinders. 
It is possible that in the future we 
may be able to make it as we want it, 
says Success. ' M, Jaubet, a French 
chemist, has devised a substance that 
he calls oxyllth, which consists of cer- 
tain of the higher oxides of the alka- 
line metals. When water is poured on 
this substance, oxygen is disengaged, 
Just as acetylene gas is produced from 
calcium carbide in the ordinary cycle 
lamp. This property makes it possible 
to devise a simple 'generator which 
will produce fresh oxygen Just when It 
is needed and only as long as it is 
needed.

The Flftno Typewriter. 


After six years of continuous, pa- 


tient and industrious labor Paul J. 
Clenanth of Buffalo has invented what 
he calls the piano typewriter, and it is 
said to be one of the inventions of the 
age. It will prove decidedly useful to 
any person who plays the piano and 
especially to composers or bandmas- 
ters. After it is attached to the piano 
its workings are simple. If a compos- 
er has a desire to write a new piece of 
music, all that is necessary for him to 
do is to attach the new invention to 
his or her piano and play what he 
thinks will make good music. When 
he finishes, the notes that he has played 
will,be printed on a sheet of paper and 
will be ready for publication.

formed Episcopal church, Chicago, in 
a recent sermon said:

-But associated with others 
in great combinations which have no 
soul, no conscience, no justice, he will 
tactily or openly permit a strike to be 
made -which shall involve the interests 
of 150,000 men and their children. 


"The laboring portion of our country 


Is giving to the world a lesson in ChriB- 
tian brotherhood, which perhaps it baa 
never known before. Judge Tuley in 
his address before the Illinois State 
Bar association is reported to have 
said: 
" The spirit of the brotherhood of hu- 


manity exists among millions of affili- 
ated laborers as it never before existed 
in the history of the human race, and 
in many of the conflicts between labor 
and capital the laborers have shown a 
greater heroism, greater sacrifices and 
greater devotion to principle than'was 
ever manifested by an army from the 
days of Thermopylae to the present 
hour. They have evolved among them 
a twelfth commandment, "Thou shalt 
not take thy brother's job," which to 
many workmen is the greatest of all 
commandments.'

What is said to be the largest auto- 


mobile in the world, and the largest 
combined harvester as well, la now at 
work on a big ranch in central Cali- 
fornia, where It is being used In cut- 
ting 40,000 acres of barley, says the 
Los Angeles Herald. 


The big machine consists of a trac- 


tion engine capable of handling sev- 
enty-five tons and which, takes the 
place of sixty norses; a header or mow- 
ing machine, which cuts a swath 
thirty-six feet, and a thrashing ma- 
chine, all complete. 
The thrashing 


machine and header are run by a 
thirty horsepower engine, entirely sep- 
arate from the traction machine, save 
that they both get steam from the 
same boiler. 


The apparatus moves over the ground 


at different speeds, according to the 
thickness of the crop, while all the 
time the header and thrasher are going 
at full speed, whether ,th& grain be 
thick or thin. The average speed made 
la three and a half miles an hour, and 
a hundred acres a day can be thrashed 
by tho machine. 


Eight men are employed on the 


thrasher. 
Half a minute after the 


bender starts to work the thrashed 
grain begins to fall into the sacks at 
the other side from where it Is cut, 
while the straw falls into a curt be- 
hind. 
The heads are carried away 


from the header by a draper, or mov- 
ing belt, forty-eight Inches wide. They 
arc carried through a colander, which 
breaks the board from the barley and 
shells It at tho same time; then by a 
narrow belt through two cleaners, and 
finally to a bin, from which it Is 
sacked. Tho sacks are sewed and set 
aside as ,fnst as filled. When twelve 
Hacks have been filled, they arc al- 
lowed to slldo oft tho cart on .which 
th«y «ro stacked to tho ground. Like- 
,W!M when the straw, cart 1* full It la 
dumptd.

'An expert states that the vice ol 


balking in horses is almost invariably 
caused by improper breaking and han- 
dling of the animal while young, eays 
the Chicago Chronicle. 


It is only nigh strung and ill tem- 


pered horses that balk, and these are 
handled with more success by humor- 
Ing and patience than by severe meas- 
ures, which generally make matters 
worse. It is almost impossible to fol- 
low rules in a case of this sort. What 
will succeed in one case is useless in 
another, so that a driver muit exer- 
cise good Judgment—''horse sense"—tv 
handling a case. 


A very good treatment is to watch 


the aiilmal closelj- in places where It 
would be likely to W!k, and with the 
first sign of stopping the driver should 
say '"Whoa," then get off and.loosen 
or pretend to change the harness in 
some way; also take up a foot and tap 
the shoe with a stone. Spend a few 
momentVleisurely in this way, and in 
nine cases out of ten the animal will 
forget Its Inclination to balk nnd will 
go on at the first bidding. It is also 
well to give a lump of sugar or n 
handful of oats or an apple. This will 
always produce better results than we 
vere measure*.

nrtosian flows, with sufficient, hoad to 
raise tho water in open pipes from 100 
to 500 feet above the surface. This 
great pressure is used to furnish po\\or 
for u variety of purposes. 
At Aber- 


deen tho sewage is p.mnped away by 
power derived from un artesian well, 
and elsewhere in the state electricity 
is generated for light nnd power pur- 
poses. The power from the v ells can 
be easily controlled and greatly adds 
to their value. Its use does not inter- 
fere with subsequent use of the water 
for other purposes.
